CHANGES TO BE MADE IN THE PRES- 
ENT METHOD. 



The Brilliant BI*M of I ... Whirls « ».

NlW York, Not. 6.-The unsatisfactory 
effect of the present niuthoi of lighting the 
Htatue of Liberty baa caused the authorities 
in charge of the matter Ml consider plana for 
changing the light The electric plant was 
given by the American Manufacturing com- 
pany, who prepared to place the lamp* on 
the balcony outside the tcrch. 

It was ti c intention of /'resident Goff, who 
present*-.! tbe electrical appliances, to have 
i«n lamps of MhK) candle power each sus- 
pended in tbe air, a* on tbe Hell Oat* tower. 
The effect of tola system of lighting would 
lie a blaze of li^ht around the torch, and 
which could be seen for a distance of thirty 
itiiloa, and would Illuminate the entire statue 
to the Law of the pedestal. 

When the lighting of theatatue wan placed 
In the hands of the lighthouse board, Lieut 
Melius, who was in charge, decided not to put 
tbe lights outside the torch. A number of
